Your RadioShack Terranaut moves and 
speaks like a real robot! You can have 
hours of fun making it march forward 
and turn in circles. Speak into the 
transmitter and watch the Terra- 
naut's mouth move as it speaks with 
your voice.

Your Terranaut or transmitter might 
cause TV or radio interference even 
when it is operating properly. To de- 
termine whether your Terranaut or 
transmitter is causing the interfer- 
ence, turn off your Terranaut and 
transmitter. If the interference goes 
away, your Terranaut or transmitter 
is causing it. 

Try to eliminate the interference by. 

• moving your Terranaut and trans- 
mitter away from the TV or radio 

• contacting your local RadioShack 
store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interfer- 
ence, the FCC requires that you stop 
using your Terranaut. 

IM5TALUMG BATTERIES 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not bury or 
burn them. 


Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or batteries of different 
capacities. 

• Never leave dead or weak batter- 
ies in the robot or controllers. 

Note: If you do not plan to play with 
the Terranaut for a week or more, re- 
move the batteries. 

In the Terranaut 

Your Terranaut requires four AA bat- 
teries (not supplied). For the best 
performance and longest life, we rec- 
ommend RadioShack alkaline batter- 
ies. 



ON/OFF 


1. Slide ON/OFF to OFF. 
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2 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the 
screws on the battery compartment 
covers, then lift and remove the cov- 
ers. 
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3. Install the batteries in the compart- 
ments as indicated by the polarity sym- 
bols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the covers and tighten the 
screws. 

Note: Be sure to install batteries in both 
compartments. 

When the Terranaut moves slowly or does 
not work properly, replace the batteries. 

In the T ransmJtter 

Your transmitter requires one 9V battery 
(not supplied). For the best performance 
and longest life, we recommend a 
RadioShack alkaline battery. 



1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the 
screw on the battery compartment 
cover, then lift and remove the cover. 

2 . Install the battery in the compartment 
as indicated by the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover and tighten the 
screw. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, 
replace the battery. 

MOvrMGTHETERRAMAOr 

Warning: Never play with your Terranaut in 
the street. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the Terranaut to ON. 

2. Slide OFF/ON on the transmitter to 
ON. 

3. The Terranaut's transmitter has two 
motion control buttons. Hold down the 
left button to make the Terranaut 
march forward. Hold down the right 
button to turn the Terranaut in circles. 



Caution: If your Terranaut gets stuck 
under an object, hold down the right 
button to rotate the Terranaut, then 
hold down the left button to move it 
forward. 

4. When you finish playing with the Ter- 
ranaut, slide ON/OFF on the Terranaut 
and OFF/ON on the transmitter to OFF.

Note: To prevent interference, keep the 
Terranaut away from the transmitter. 

TRANSMITTIMG YOUR 
VOICE 

Hold down the voice transmission button on 
the left side of the transmitter, then speak 
into the microphone in a normal voice. The 
Terranaut's face lights and its mouth moves 
while your voice is transmitting. 

CARE 

To enjoy your Terranaut for years; 

• Keep the Terranaut and transmitter 
dry. 

• Use and store the Terranaut and 
transmitter only in normal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the Terranaut and transmitter 
gently and carefully. 

• Keep the Terranaut and transmitter 
away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the Terranaut and transmitter 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep 
them looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Terranaut 
and transmitter's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate its 
warranty. If the robot or controller does 
not perform as it should, take both sets to 
your local RadioShack store for assistance.
